My daughter a I play a little 
game every time we go to the 
grocery store. We call it the 
license plate game. We count 
the number of out-of-state 
license plates on the cars in 
the parking lot. The state 
with the largest number wins. 

Lately, we've been counting 

` al lot of plates fom the north- 

eastern states. The Blizzard 
of ‘96 followed by the Flood of 
‘96 has made this January, 
1996 a month to forget. A 
record number of residents 
from New England to New 
York have headed south in 
search of warmer weather. 

Sometimes that can be an 
elusive search. Occasionally, 
Old Man Winter even shows 
up here. Every once in a while 
it ‘snows in places where it is 
not supposed to. 

Florida, Southern Texas and 
the Pacific Southwest are 
popular winter vacation spots 
for people tired of shaking, 
shivering and shoveling snow. 
Yet, even in these traditional- 
ly warm locations the weather 
can be weird. 

One of the most amazing 
showstorms in United States 
history occurred in Galveston, 
Texas - a favorite winter vaca- 
tion resort in the Gulf of Mex- 
ico, On February 14-15, 1985, 
a small but intense low pres- 
sure system dropped an 
incredible 15 inches of snow 
on Galveston. In nearby 
Houston, residents measured 
20 inches of the white stuff. 

Further south along the 


Texas coast is another 
favorite winter vacation spot - 
South Padre Island. The same 
storm that painted Galveston 
white produced over four 
inches of snow on South 
Padre Island in 1895. 

Los Angeles is known for its 
warm and relatively dry cli- 
mate. Yet, even southern Cali- 
fornia has seen a snowflake. 
Los Angeles’ “Big Snow” came 
on January 15, 1932, when 
two inches was recorded at 
the city’s weather station. 
Even the beaches of Santa 
Monica had a blanket of white 
on this occassion. 

Mark Twain said that the 
coldest winter he ever spent 
was @ summer in San Fran- 
cisco. The Bay area certainly 
has its share of unusual 
weather but snow is a rarity. 
On February 4-5, 1887, a typ- 
ical winter rain storm turned 
into an unusual winter snow 
storm dumping up to seven 
inches of snow in San Fran- 
cisco. 

The record snow had an 
unusual effect on the local 
residents. Great snowball 


fights broke out throughout 
the city-cable car passengers 
were popular targets. It got so 
out of hand that a number of 
people were actually arrested. 

The last time it snowed 
around here was 19 years 
ago-the “Great Snow of ‘77”. 
As far as I know, no one was 
arrested. That’s because most 
folks were in a state of shock. 

On January 18-19, 
Snowflakes covered almost 
the entire Florida Peninsula. 
Snow was offically observed 
at weather stations in Home- 
stead, Miami Beach and Palm 
Beach, for the first time in 
history at each location. 
Windshields in Ft. Laud- 
eredale were photographed 
with enough snow to require 
wiping. Flurries were report- 
ed in the Bahamas! 

The greatest snow storm in 
Florida’s history was in 
February 1899. Measurable 
snow, as much as two to three 
inches, fell as far south as 


‘Tempa on the west coast, 


Orlando in the center of the 
peninsula and Daytona Beach 
on the east coast. 

Thankfully, these snow 
events are rare occurrences. 
Most of the time the winter 
weather in Florida, Southern 
Texas and Pacific Southwest 
is wonderfully warm and dry. 
Occassionally, however, the 
weather does things it is not 
supposed to do. If it didn’t, 
most of us wouldn’t have any- 
thing to talk about.

In the controversy about 
using irradiation to eliminate 
foodborne bacteria and 
increase shelf life, experts at 
the University of Florida's 
Institute of Food and Agricul-\ 
tural Sciences say the only 


thing consumers have to fear is | 


fear itself. 

"People need to understand 
what the worl-'irradiatidn’ 
means,” said Distin Dixson, a 
doctoral student in food science 
and human nutrition. "The 
food is not rendered radioactive 
in any way. There are no 
radioactive products generated, 
so there is no potential dan- 
ger.” 

Irradiation involves subject- 
ing fruits, meats, grains or oth- 
er foods to high-energy gamma

"The food does not come in 
contact with the cobalt, but 
this isotope is constantly emit- 
ting energy," Mr. Dixon said. 
"This energy destroys the DNA 
structure of bacteria in the _ 
food so they are not able to 
grow and divide. Any insects or 
parasites are also sterilized.” 

Mr. Dixon said irradiation is 
no different from-heating food 
to kill bacteria, or pasteurizing 
milk to kill pathogens. 

“It's really an underutilized 
technique,” he said. "And part

Ed Sullivan, operations 
supervisor at Food Technology 
Servicés in Mulberry, said the 
most common question he is 
asked is "How long does that 
stuff (gamma rays) stay on the 
food?’ 

"You're working with a ray of 
energy, so there is no residual 
from irradiation,” Mr. Sullivan 
said. “In order to make some- 
thing radioactive, you have to 
change the object's atomic 
mass. Gamma rays cannot 
enter the nucleus of the atoms; 
they are reflected off orbiting 
electrons. Therefore, it is phys- 
ically impossible to make food 


ive. 

Aside from consumer safety, 
another concern is the han- 
dling of large amounts of 
radioactive elements. Mr. 
Dixon said irradiation is a 
well-regulated industry with 
few hazards. 

“The cobalt-60 is stored in 
rod-shaped on 17-f 
tall racks which are then 


- stored 10 feet under water. ` 


When the cobalt is in the 
water, no irradiation is given 
off,” Mr. Dixon said. "You could 
even drink the water it's 
housed in.” 

"There are always mecha- 
nisms in place to protect the 
environment,” he said. "There 
are precautions against any 
kind of natural disaster that 
may occur and careful steps 
are taken to protect people who 
work there.” 

Mr. Dixon, who is completing 
his doctoral dissertation on the 
use of irradiation to control 
bacteria in oysters (a technique 
that has been proposed to the 
FDA), believes many food pro- 
cessing corporations support 
irradiation, but are afraid fo be 
the first to use it. 

"Until a major company
